Sam Sawyer, chairman of the 
Industrial Development Board 
of Elba, is giving a lot of ener- 
gy to securing information of 
resources in this area, His lat- 
est project is of forest re- 
source inventory of Coffee 
County which applies to aver- 
ages and adjustments to the 
existing information which is 
available from the State De- 
partment of Conservation, 

Figures Sawyer has secured 
at this time are not to be con- 
sidered accurate since those at | 
the State Department are based 


strictly on averages for the 
whole State of Alabama, 
though figures are reliable 


enough that it is a known fact 
that Coffee County is high in 
forest resource, A new survey 
is in progress in the state but 
it will be quite sometime be- 
fore any figures are available 
from it. 


According to the last survey, 
forest land in Coffee County 
is approximately 275,000 acres, 
however, many acres have been | 
added to forest land since that 
time. The average acre in Ala-| 
bama in 1952 carried about 
1,840 board ftet of sawtimber 
and 564 cubie feet of growing 
stock. On the basis of these 
figures, Coffee County would 
have had 506 million board 
feet of sawtimber and 155 mil- 
lion cubie feet of growing 
stock, which was about half | 
pine and half hardwood. The 
155 million cubie feet convert- 
ed to cords is ‘approximately | 
1,724,000 cords, 


Based on the same average 
data, growth on the average 
forest acre in Coffee County 
was about 100 board feet per 
acre per year, with about two- 
thirds of the growth being in} 
pine. In addition, growth to 
growing stock was about 30} 
cubie feet per acre annually or 
0.4 cord. Expanded to 275,000 
acres, annual growth for the 
county was 27,500,000 board} 


| feet of sawtimber and 8,250,000 


cubie feet or 110,000 cords of | 
growing stock.

Macon County went “wet” 


for the first time in history 
Tuesday when voters approved 


legalizing the sale of alcoholic 


beverages by a 555 margin. 


Complete but unofficial re- 
turns Tuesday night showed 


the “wets” won 1,954 to 1,399 


The larfest margin favoring 
legal liquor came from the 
city of Tuskegee, where the 


proposal passed 1,633 to 681. 


Voting officials said the vote 
was “closer” in the county’s 
remaining boxes and that No- 
tasulga, one of the larger pre- 


cincts, rejected the measure, 


FIRST TIME 


Officials said the election re- 
sults marked the first time Ma- 
con County voted ‘‘wet.” The 
referendum was set by Probate 
Judge Wlliam Varner after a 
petition asking the referendum 
was checked and found to con- 
tain the required number of 


signatures. 

The results of the election 
left Alabama with 45 dry coun- 
ties and 22 wet 


Tuesday’s referendum 


brought Macon County voters 
to the polls on the wet-dry is- 
sue for the sixth time since 
the state prohibition laws were 
repealed in 1935, The last re- 
ferendum, held April 27, 1954, 
gave the drys an almost two-to- 
one victory over the wets with 
a 1,654-75 tally. 

Since that time, however, 
the list of qualified voters has 
nearly doubled and those fav- 
oring legalization hoped this 
factor would reverse the de- 
cision eight years ago. 

UNITED DRIVE 

The drys always have orga- 
nized for a united: drive to 
keep the county dry in previ- 
ous elections. They organized 


only recently to defeat the. 


Tuesday liquor’ referendum.

A total of 
603 signatures of qualified vot- 
ers was necessary to force a 
referendum and the petition 
was certified as valid after a- 
bout 620 signatures had been 
checked. 

Although no accurate classi- 
fication could be made, it was 
apparent that of the more than 
900 signatures on the petition 
at least three-fourths of them 
were Negro voters. The major- 
ity of new voters registered 
since the last liquor referen- 
dum have been Negroes, 

The petition began circulat- 
ing in the county over two 
months ago and it was report- 
ed that the required number of 
signatures were obtained in a 
short period of time. However, 
for an unannounced reason, 
the petition was held up about 
a month before being turned 
over to Judge Varner’s office 
for checking, 

None of those circulating 
the petition have been willing 
to be listed as sponsors of the 
proposal

A team of American arch 
aecologists looking for the re 
mains of Noah’s Ark reported 
Friday several pmces of wood, 
apparently part of a huge boat, 
have been found 14,000 feet 
up the slopes of Mount Ararat 
in Eastern Turkey, They esti- 
mated it had been there since 
2,500 B, C. and that it was from 
a boat about 700 feet long and 
35 feet wide 

There are peopte who will 
readily agree that the archae 
ologists have actually found 
what is left of Noah’s Ark, 
while others will come forth 
with all kind of evidence to 
prove that it isn’t. That’s the 
way we are, Personally I think 
they have found the original 
boat, because people back in 
those days would have had a 
mighty tough time getting a 
boat 14,000 feet up a mountain 
on account of they didn’t have 
tractors 

It will be difficult to prove 

the dimensions are different 
from the figures given in the 
Bible. According to Genesis, 
the Ark was 300 cubits long, 
50 cubits wide, and 30 cubits 
high. Not knowing what a cubit 
is, I asked one of the boys in 
the shop who sort of goes in 
for that kind of stuff, and he 
said a cubit was the distance 
from the elbow to the hand, 
but when I questioned him real 
close he didn’t know whose el- 
bow they used for measuring. 
A cubit on a six foot man 
would measure about 14 
inches. Noah was 600 years old 
and maybe his arm had sort 
of shrunk up some, On the oth- 
er hand, maybe he had extra 
long arms which came in han- 
dy for catching pigs and goats 
and the other animals he had 
to gather up

to first believe that the Bibli- 
al story is correct and accept 
the facts and figures as out- 
lined on pages 6, 7 and 8 of 
the Old Testament.

2. The condition must have 
existed six months and be ex- 
pected to continue indefinitels 


3. The worker have 
been either employed or self- 
employed in work covered by 
the Social Security Act for 5 
years out of the 10 years: be 
fore the disability began
